New York, Aug. 31.— Brigadier Gen­ 
eral William Ludlow, TI. 8. A., died at 
Convent. N. J., of consumption, at the 
house of Mr. Griacom. 
His Illness

Philippines In May last. 
He was at

American climate would restore him. 
General Ludlow was one of the best 
known officers in the army.

eorps of engineers. 
He rendered con­ 
spicuous service in the 
South, for 
which he was brevetted 
lieutenant 
colonel.

The police committee composed of 
Alderman Fogelstrom. Gardner, 
Koop and Purdy met last night in 
council chambers and took up the 
matter of the investigation of the 
charges made against Officer* Pres­ 
ton and Brock way to the effect that 
they had mistreated Frank O’Neil, 
the mao who unlawfully attacked 
Officer Hurley in East Brainerd 
*everal weeks ago, after be had been 
arrested and handcuffed, fhe two 
officers themselves, Officer Hurley 
and A. O. Narrow testified before the 
committee. John Larson, the man 
who was also an eye witness to the 
occurrences after the arrest, was also 
expected to testifiy but he is sick in 
the hospital and could not be pre­ 
sent.From the evidence that was taken 
last night it would seem that the of­ 
ficers did nothing out of the way. 
Many who claimed that they had 
seen the occurrences ami who stated 
that they had seen the officers do the 
man bodily harm after the handcuffs 
were put on, could not lie found last 
night. 
Officer Hurlev testified as to the 
facts surrounding the arrest, etc., 
and about bis coining across the 
bridge with O’Neil. He stated that 
when be got to this side of the bridge 
ami saw Officers Preston and Brock- 
way, O’Neil began to cuss and swear 
and accused him of breaking a prom­ 
ise, be having claimed that protec­ 
tion was promised him if he would 
walk along. When be got abusive 
Officer Hurley turned him over to 
Bnjckway and the minute he did this 
O’Neil squared off on the officer. 
At this Officer Brockway raised his 
hand and slapped him on the side of 
the face, at the same time tripping 
him up. Officer Brockway then held 
him down while Officer Preston put 
the handcuffs on him. 
Both officers, Brock way and Pres­ 
ton, testified to the facts and cor­ 
roborated most of the things that Mr. 
Hurley had said. 
A. O. Narrow and John MePharen 
were both eye witnesses and had seen 
the occurrence at the end of the 
bridge. They saw Brockway hit the 
mao and Narrow testified that he 
thought he hit him while he was down.

False 
Faces 


F’urther light has been thrown on 
the Canfield-G Tiffin fiasco, which oc­ 
curred at Nome City, the Minne- 
polis .Journal's account being as fol­ 
lows* 
The ownership of the Nome claim 
known as the “ California Fraction,” 
and of 
which a party of sixty-five 
men, under the leadership of George 
S. Canfield and ' ‘Jim ’’ Griffin, a t ­ 
tempted to take forcible possession 
on Aug. I 5, as related in a special 
dispatch to the Journal yesterday 
from Seattle, has been a m atter of 
litigation for some time past. 
Judge 
Noyes, of Nome, who is now in Min­ 
neapolis, says there are three claim­ 
ants to the property, aud that a case 
to determ ine the ownership is now in 
the Nome courts, the preliminary 
hearing having been held before him, 
prior to his departure for the states. 
Both Canfield and Griffin, as well 
as the judge himself, are former resi­ 
dents of this city, and naturally 
Judge Noyes saw much of them in 
Alaska. 
If he returns to Nome the 
case will be tried lie fore him. and 
consequently he can give no opinion 
as to its merits at this time.

“ The California Fraction.” said 
Judge Noyes this morning, “ is a 
strip of land 20 feet wide at one end 
and 28 feet wide at the other. 
It 
extends 1,320 feet in length and is 
very valuable. 
As I recall the dis­ 
pute over its ownership, there are 
three claimants to the 
property. 
\ATben the matter carne up in court a 
modus operandi was agree upon, the 
parties then in possession being per­ 
mitted to work t he claim under order 
of court and subject to certain con­ 
ditions.” 
The judge does not believe that the 
party headed by the Minneapolis men 
wore masks, and thinks the story of 
what transpired has probably been 
exaggerated ’m other respects as well.

Further light has been thrown on 
the Canfield-Griffln fiasco, which oc­ 
curred at Nome City, the Minne- 
polis Journal’s account being as fol­ 
lows* 
The ownership of the Nome claim 
known as the “California Fraction,” 
and of which a party of aixty-flve 
men, under the leadership of George 
S. Canfield and “Jim ” Griffin, at­ 
tempted to take forcible possession 
on Aug. 15, as related in a special 
dispatch to the Journal yesterday 
from Seattle, has been a matter of 
litigation for sometime past. Judge 
Noyes, of Nome, who is now in Min­ 
neapolis, says there are three claim­ 
ants to the property, and that a case 
to determine the ownership is now in 
the Nome courts, the preliminary 
bearing having been held before him, 
prior to his departure for the states. 
Both Canfield and Griffin, as welt 
as the judge himself, are former resi­ 
dent# of this city, and naturally 
Judge Noyes saw much of them in 
Alaska. If he returns to Nome the 
will be tried before him, and 
consequently he can give no opinion 
as to its merits at Ibis time. 
How­ 
ever, the generalooinion seems tobe 
that the Minneapolis men have jus­ 
tice on their side, although in at­ 
tempting to take forcible possession 
of the claim they have placed them­ 
selves in contempt of court, and have 
unquestionably injured their cause. 
“The California Fraction, ’ said 
Judge Noyes this morning, “ is a 
strip oL land 20 feet wide at one end 
and 28 feet wide at the other. 
It 
extends 1,320 feet in length and is 
very valuable. As I recall the dis­ 
pute over its ownership, there are 
three claimants to the 
property. 
When the matter came up in court a 
modus operand! was agree upon, the 
parties then in possession being per­ 
mitted to work the claim under order 
of court and subject to certain con­ 
ditions.” 
The judge does not believe Hut the 
party beaded by the Minneapolis men 
wore masks, and thinks the story of 
what transpired has probably been 
exaggerated in other respects as well. 
Unless the claimants in possession of 
the property have violated the order 
of the court umler which they were 
working, the Minneapolis men would 
appear 
to 
have 
bad no reason 
for the attack, and it is quite likely 
that the other party was the first to 
place itself in contempt of court, by 
disregarding some provision of the 
order. 
However, any statements as 
to the merits of the controversy is 
merely speculative, as no details of 
the trouble have yet reached here be 
Sid those published last night, 
th Canfield and Griffin were ar­ 
rested and were later released under 
heavy bonds to keep the peace; while 
one man was so seriously injured in 
the fight that he may not recover. 
George S. Canfield was formerly a 
newspaper man in this city. 
He was 
connected with the old Fenny Peras, 
and during the last campaign was at 
the head of the democratic press bu­ 
reau. “Jim ” Griffin was also well- 
known in Minneapolis, be having 
lived here for several y#*ars. Hit wife 
and family are still here, and reside 
on Mary place.

ridge, ruffled grouse or pheasant be­ 
tween the first day of December and 
the first day of October following; or 
woodcock, upland plover, between 
the thirty-first (31st) day of October 
and the fourth day of July following; 
or any Mongolitie, English or Chinese 
pheasant any time prior to the first 
day of September, A. D. one thou­ 
sand nine hundred and four (1904); 
or any wild duck of any variety, or 
anv variety of wild goose, brant, or 
any variety of aquatic fowl whatever 
between the first day of January and 
the first day of September following.
